REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None 
of references disclose or fairly suggest , " a judgment means for judging whether 
the two images have undergone image processes, based on the process 
confirmation data attached to each of the two images; and a correction means for 
correcting an image which has been judged to have undergone image 
processes, to cause the image to approximate its original state prior to the image 
processes, based on typical image processing conditions of image processes 
which have been administered to the image" (claims 1, 7 and 22). And " 
judgment means for judging whether the two images have undergone image 
processes, based on the process confirmation data attached to each of the two 
images; and a correction means for correcting the difference image to be 
obtained by the inter image calculation in the case that at least one of the two 
images have undergone image processes, to obtain a difference image which 
would be obtained if the inter image calculation was performed employing the 
two images prior to the image processes, based on the image processing 
condition data attached thereto (claims 13 and 1 7). It is for this reason and in 
combination with the other entire element of the claims, that claims 1-25 are 
allowed over prior art of record.
